An equal success hns been gained
with fleld pens, ‘even better results
than expected being achieved at both
Moro and Metolius in the matter of
production Jfor seed and Jboy and for

turing pige. Returns in pork of
12 to #18 for each acre of peas were
obtnined at both stations. Thia
makes peas a better erop for finaneial
gain than whoat, na there Is oo har-
venting expense, and, atill -more -im-
portant, it increasss rather than de-
letes the soll fertility. The Brown
eld pea proved far the best and will
bugmlvm for distribution as fast as
ible,
Alfalfa grown in cultivated rows
for seed prodnction gave the greatest
wocoens of all, and proved most grati-
fying to Prof. Scudder, who has advo-
euted thia particular form of produec-
tion, and now feels that the college is
well justified in pushing this form of
dry farming work. A variety which
he introduced from the Dakotas ia far
superior to 8ll others not only in
dronght resintance, but in seed pro-
duction and resistance to frosts. For.
mer estimntes of & poesible profit of
$20 an ncre each year from the seed
crop, it is belleved, will be execeeded
considerably. The seed s of unusual
value, both for its bardiness and vigor
and because of its environment. It
hoe alrendy proven (ts superiority to
whest as & money maker, and ite val-
ve as 8 sofl’ builder is unquestioned.
More than a ton of hay to the scre
wahk also obtained this year in the al-
falfa fields at Moro, and improvement
in _methods is expected to bring the
yiold up to & ton and a half,

Certain varieties of potatoes intro-
duced in Shurman and Crook counties
by the college have also proven mu-
perior in yield and quality, snd as po-
tatoes are slways of unusual guality
on the dry-farming Innd, the varieties
now being developed on the experi-
ment station flelds will prove profit
bringera,

Ample demonstration on the experi-
ment farm has been made of the
greater profits that may bd obtained
from more intensive methods of farm-
ing where corn, potatoes, field peas
and alfalfs replace wheat, as rotation
crops uned with it. The improvement
of the soil and the maintenance of fer-
tility, always the ultimate object of
tha collega in ite work, is considered
the greatest result of such a system.

That to serve his purpose, Mr
Winch has  bought one of the most at-
tractive and wvalumble tracts in the
district immediately east of Mount
Tabor became known thin week. Here
the object lesson farm will be estab-
lished. 8o big In the scheme that a
yenr will be required in equipment
slone. Luther Burbank, famous plant
wizard, will eo-operate directly with
Mr. Winch in makiog the plan a esue-
csps. Services of experts from the
dfpartmenit &t Washington are fo be
sponred, With Mr. Winch will be
associated the state's leaders in the
encouragement of ‘‘demonstration ed-
ucation as & means of co-operating
with the Agticultural college and to
id in peopling und developing Oregon.

Before allowing any part of the
plan to become publie, Mr. Winch has
definitely arranged nll ita details. He
will ieave immadintely for a tour of
the East, during which he will make
n Inrge outiay in the best bred live-
stock; the most advanced farm equip-
ment, Agents of the Northwest
Farm Devolopment company, the cor-
rata name of the new enterprise,
will search throughout the nation and
abroad for beat specimens of
horaas, cattle hog.

"We propose to prove that A-1
method farming will pay. Wa are not
otherwise interested in commercializ-
ing the plan,’’ explained Mr. Winch,
who for many years ran the famous
Ladd and Reed farma.

“We will establizh a dsiry of 60
cown upon a seale that will prove that
eertified, sbeolutely pure milk can be
produced, delivered snd sold at a
profit. While in the East I will visit
Mia world’s. dairy show st Chieago,
prepared to buy,

‘I will go into the poultry business
for all it is worth. We will necure
betwaeen 3000 and 4000 of the beat
bred hens and will sell stamped eggn.

T bave noarly closed a deal for the
best Clydasdale sire and two mares in
Ameriex. They will be placed on the
object lesgon farm. Bheep and hogs
of the beat hreeding will be purchased
and put on the farm. The object
lesson farm will represent the best
stock, the bost planta, the best equip-
ment, the beat bulidings, not only of
Oregon, but of the hation.

“We are now getting into touch
with the best known breeders of
horaes, eattle, pigs, sheep and echick-
ans in Oregon, 'We ure inviting them
to have thin part In the farm: That
they send to us Ekpecimens of their
best animals of whataver kind.

ROOSEVELT IMPROVES,

Passes Night Unattonded and Inaists
He ls "“All Right."

Oyster Bay, N. Y.—The quiet rou-
tine of life ot Sagamore Hill was re-
sumed Wednesdny by Colonel Roose-
velt and his family as though it had
not been interrupted by the attempt
to assaasinate the former president.

For the first time since he wan
wounded Colonel Roosevelt wan unat-
tended over night by a physician.
There was no ong in the house except
members of the family and servants
and the Colonel spoke hopefully of be-
ing able, after & day or two more of
rest, to gradually resume his work.

Four physicians were with the Colo-
nel on his arrival and after they had
dreased his wound Lhey told him that
tha one essential thing was complete
reat. If their divections arve observed,
it is bhelleved ecomplate recovery is
probable,

Dr. Alexander Lambert and Dr.
Scurry L. Tervell, who sccompanied
Colonel Roosevelt from Chieago, were
joined in New York by Dr. Joseph A,
Blake and Dr. George E. Brewer.
After examination they said the
wound was still wide open, spoke of
the posaibility of infection, and added
they weore unablo to say whether it
would be possible for him to resume
campaign worl.

Colonel Roopevelt said whenm his
wound had been dressed that there
waa no longer the nead of conatant su-
pervision of phyaiclans, becauss he
was ‘'all right.”’ :

Another ordinarice was introdneed
appropriating $800,000 for the con-
struction of the north section of the
municipal rallrond for which $800,000
bonds were voted twoyenrs ago. The
line to be built now will connect the
downtown distriet with Ballard and
will constitute the porth half of &
trunk line running from the anorthern
to the southern city Ihnita,

SPOKANE GETS BIG PLANT.

Largeet Storage Building In North-
west to Be Erected.

Spokane—The largest cold storage
plant in the Amorican Northweat west
of Minneapolis will be buiit in Spo-
kane by E. H. Stanton & Company.
The plant will be ten stories high and
100 feet square and will cost approxi-
mately $100,000,

It will have a eapacity for 00 car-
losds, and its constroetion will fn-
clude the latpat selentific achieve-
ments in culd storage.

‘‘The new atorage-in-transit rate of
the Northern Pacific for Spokane,
which went into effect on October 19,
opens up tremendous opportunities for
this eity s a stornge center,’” ssid E,
H. Stanton, prenident of the Btanton
company.

LOYAL TROOPS
TAKE VERA CRUZ

General Felix Diaz Captured
With Little Trouble.

Officeras of Reballious Troopa, With
Every Tenth Man, Will Bs Ex-
ocuted by Shooling.

Vern Orus, Mex.—Tha revolt of
General Felix Dias, nephew of the
exiled president, hus been short-lived,
The town of Vera Crux, which he oe-
cupled with about 2000 sdherents for
vevernl days, was captured by the
:adonl forces. The casualtios were
oW,

Two federal columns, commanded
by Colonel Jiminex Castro and General
Joaquin Beltran, entered Veora Crus
from the porth and south. There was
nlight opposition to their advance.
Colonel , with fewer than G0
men, captured General Dian, whose
800 men at police headgquartera re-
fused to fire at his command.

The killed and wounded number
fewer than 100, No foreigner wan
hort, Desultory firing continond af-
ter the federals entered the town.
Inntond of & great battle, everything
was in a muddle. Rebels and federaln
encountered each other in the streets
withont one knowing which side the
other wan nffiliated with, as uniforms
of all wers alike. .

Mexico City—Following the retak-
Ing of Vera Cruz by federal forces,
which was sccomplished with little
real fighting, General Felix Dias, Col-
onel Jose Ding Orduz and all the offi-
cors of the rebellious troops and mar-
ines will be baled immedintely before
a court-martial and doubtiess will sof-
for the death penalty, Orders have
been fssued for the convening of the
court, which will be presided over by
General Beltran.

Goneral Diax, nlthough mot now a
member of the army, is amenable In
such a coort under the law which pro-
vides for wuch trial of any eiviliab un-
der like ciroumatances. .

The saldiers of the 'rebollions troope
will be decimated—one in ten belng
executed.

WOMEN IN MEAT RIOT.

Housewivas Rald Butchers
Who Formed Combine.

Berlin—Hundreds ‘of Berlin honse-
wives joined in &8 wild riot Thursday
becsuse the butchers in the union
markets refused to handle meat im-
ported so as to reduce the cost of liv-

ing.

The principal troubles occurred in
the Wedding distriet, which {s entive-
ly inhabited by working people. Hun-
dreds of wumen who went to. the miu-
nleipal market hoping to  profit by
reduced prices found that the butchors
had agreed not to deal in meata im-
ported by the munieipality. Then
thay stormed the butchers’ astalls,
soiged all the pative rmised meat,
trampled it on the ground and fought
with the butchers. The police ware
forced to close the market to stop the
riota.

The munieipality deelares its Inten-
tion of punishing the butehers by can-
celling their licensen.
